An estimated 967,uvu0 vet- 
erans and servicemen were 
training under the current G. 
I. Bill on the June 1, sixth 
anniversary of. the bill, the 
Veterans Administration re- 
ported today.

The interest rate on all var- 
iable rate loans made through

FLOATING ALGAE 

We get a lot of calls from 
fish pond owners on floating 
algae, These are masses of 
yellowish-green “moss” you 
see floating on bream and bass 
and catfish ponds You can 
control this moss with Cutrine. 
It is a linuid and can be ap- 
plied by mixing with water. 
Folks who are interested in 
using it should get it from 
their local feed and seed etore 
I think this material does not 
affect fish, livestock watering, 
or swimming. You cango ahead 
and use the water as you would 
normally. 

This material is also the 
best means of controlling un- 
desirable plankton. Plankton 
turns the water a muddy color 
during hot weather and other 
plankton turns the water a 
“peasoup” green.

BAHIAGRASS IN LAWNS 

Deep down in Florida. folks 
use Bahiagrass for lawns. But 
maybe that is because they 
can't grow anything better 
Here in Coffee County it is 
one of the worst pests we 
have. 

There is no weed killer for 
Bahiagrass in Centipede lawns. 
Dalapson will controll Bahia, 
but it will also kill Centi- 
pede. The way Bahia is try- 
ing to take over, it may also 
be advisable to go ahead and 
use it in spots to kill bahia 
and then resprig those areas 
with Centipede. 

Use Dalapon as a spot treat- 
ment. 

Bahia can be controlled in 
Zoysia and Bermuda grass 
lawns after these two grasses 
have been established by using 
MSMA or DSMA. Follow dir- 
ections onthe container. These 
two, herbicides cannot be used 
on St. Augustine or centipede 
grass lawns. 

Either Betasan or Decthal 
will keep Bahia grass seed 
from germinating. Either of 
these materials should be ap- 
plied in Fevruary. So perhaps 
by using Dalapon to kill the 
existing Bahia during the 
summer plus the application 
of Betasan or Dacthal to keep 
any seed from germinating, 
folks can do something apout 
the Bahiagrass in their lawns

CUTS OF BEEF 

When talking to some home- 
makers just recently, I discov- 
ered that their knowledge of 
beef cuts were limited. They 
vere not aware of the facts 
that all parts of beef were 
not equally tender-and that 
tenderness of a beef cut will 
vary despite the quality of the 
meat, 

It stands to reason that the 
cuts from the less-used mus- 
cles along the back Of the ani- 
mal are always more tender 
than those from the active mus- 
clés. The most tender cuts 
include tenderloin, porter- 
house, T-bone, club, sirloin, 
strip loins, rib steaks, and rib 
or rib-eye roasts. 

Sirloin tip roasts, rump 
roasts, top round and blade 
steaks are moderately tender. 
Less tender are eye-of-the- 
round, blade chuck roast, and 
bottom-round. 

These young homemakers 
were given a final reminder 
that the least tender beef cuts 
include arm chuck steak, flank 
steak, heel-of-the-round roast, 
shoulder roast and brisket. 


FREEZER TO THE TABLE 

Freezer - to - table cooking 
saves you time, just as it sa- 
ves juices and flavor in meat, 
fish and poultry. 

For example, a frozen roast 
can be taken from the freezer 
and, cooked immediately in the 
savne heavy aluminum foil used 
as freezer wrap. The foil 
holds in the juices and flavor 
of the meat. 

To cook a frozen roast, first 
pre-heat the oven to 350 de- 
grees, The remove the foil- 
wrapped meat from the free- 
zer and place it in a foil- 
lined roasting pan. Cover the 
pan loosely with foil to allow 
heat circulation. Cook three 
to four hours, or until tender. 
During the last half hour of 
cooking, remove the foil so 
the meat can brown. 

The juices of the meat can 
be’ made into gravy by fold- 
ing up the foil and carefully 
slitting the bottom over a 
Saucepan. Heat the juices, 
add flour and water, and cook 
until thickened. 

Poultry. and fish can also 
be cooked by using the freezer- 
to table method.

THe single door “Conventional” 
refrigerator is becoming less 
popular. Moreover, the bottom 
freezer models have almost 
disappeared. Look for top 
freezer models or the side- 
by-side models. 

One of the newest features 
on a refrigerator includes dis- 
pensing cubes or crushed ice 
through the freezer door and a 
juice despensing mechanism, 
capable of automatically mixing 
juice concentrates with chilled 
water.

Before you buy a car, de- 
cide whether you can afford 
one. Then shop with at least 
three different dealers before 
buying. Being open-minded im- 
proves your chances of find- 
ing a good deal. 

Ask questions. Find out ex- 
actly what the car guarantee 
and warranty covers, and if 
everything works properly. 

Miss Bryan says talk over 
the car price with the dealer. 
Most dealers will bargain, so 
make the best offer you can. 
If the dealer won’t take it, 
leave. But make sure all ex- 
tras agreed on are included 
in the stated price. 

Never be rushed into buying 
acar. Take your time. You'll 
save a lot of money and dis- 
appointment by not 
into a binding agreement.

Tips To Outdoor 


Cooking 


There are many cuts of meat 
Suited to outdoor cooking and 
summer menus Any meat 
cuts suitable for broiling, pan 
broiling, pan-frying or roast 
ing can be successfully cooked 
over the coals, says Mrs, Vir 
ginia White, extension foods 
and nutrition specialist, 

But no matter what meat 
you use your suecess with 
outdoor cooking lies in the 
proper use of equipment and 
cooking procedures 

Steaks and chops can 
be cooked on the grill, But, 
Mrs, White suggests that they 
be at least three-quarters to 
an inch thick for best results 
and to prevent drying out 

You should use a shielded 
or covered rotisserie to cooka 
roast, Allow about three-qu 
arters to a pound per person 
for bone-in cuts Boneless 
cuts require from one-third 
to three-quarters of a pound 
per person, Cooking time for 
a large boneless rib roast may 
be 3 1/2 to five hours. The 
specialist says a meat therm 


ometer is the best guide to 
determine the  doneness of 


roasts. 

Low to moderate heat 
should be used for cooking 
meat outdoors, Coals should 


flow rather that flames, The 
amount of heat and the cooking 


rate cun be controlled by ad- 
justing the distance of the r- 


tisserie or grill from the coals 


Mrs. White adds that cooking 


time depends on the kind, size 
and shape of the cut. Thetem 
perature of the meat when cook- 


ing begins, equipment and the 


heat maintained during cooking 
are also factors. Wind 


can also affect heat. But the 
degree of doneness is also 
fependent on individual pre- 
ference

Fewer Calories 


Obtained By 
Using AHA Diet 


People can eat more and 
get fewer calories, if they will 
use the diet reccommended by 
the American Heart Associa- 
tion to minimize danger of heart 
attack, says Mrs. Virginia Wh- 
ite, Extension foods and nu- 
tritional specialist. 

The AHA diet lowers chol- 
esterol intake and substitues 
polyunsaturated vegetable oils 
for saturated fats. ‘And mod- 
erate portions of lean meat, 
fish and poultry are preferred 
over fatty cuts of meat and 
processed items suchas frank- 
furters, sausage and salami 
that are high in saturated fats. 

But no matter how good a diet 
is, sweeping changes aren’t 
likely to happen overnight. 

Cost is the main problem. 
Mrs. White adds that the AHA 
proposed diet costs more than 
average household diet. Large 
increases in fruitand vegetable 
consumption are largely res- 
ponsible for the price increase. 
Also, larger amounts of beef, 
poultry and fish are generally 
higher prices that the foods they 
replace -- pork, eggs, fat, 
and sugars. 

Another obstacle to wide- 
spread use of the AHA diet lies 
in people’s reluctance to change 
traditional eating problems. In 
recent years, however, Mrs. 
White says there has been a 
trend toward lower-fat items in 
U. S. diets. Some of this re- 
flects a conscious effort to 
cut calories, But, other chan- 
ges appear to be ecconomically 
motivated.

Food Expert Says 
Additives Are Safe, 
Necessary, Helpful 


“Too few consumers are 
aware that this country’s 
highly responsible food in- 
dustry doesn’t fool around 
with food additives,” accord- 
ing to A. S. Clausi, General 
Foods’ vice president of tech- 
nical research, ‘‘We assess the 
safety of every additive we 
use,”’ he said, “both in light 
of current regulations and in 
terms of potential hazard.” 

Mr. Clausi said that con- 
sumer fear and concern are 
fed by each new scare head- 
line, “and seldom in the fine 
print below do we find the 
facts which food technolo- 
gists know well.” 

Additives extend keeping 
qualities of processede foods, 
according to Mr. Clausi. 

Also, he said, additives im- 
prove flavor, texture, appear- 
ance, and add color as well as 
nutrients. They keep some 
foods creamier and smoother, 
others crisper and fresher, 
and it is the additives which 
help speed preparation of 
daily meals. 

He said that, with few ex- 
ceptions, these same additives 
occur in nature as compo- 
nents of natural foodstuffs,

HOW & WHO CAN VOTE ABSENTEE 


ABSENTEE VOTING LAWS 

With general munical elect- 
ions coming up August 8, this 
article will disclose the Ala- 
bama absentee voting proce- 
dures in the municipal election. 
Any qualified voter inthe Armed 
Forces, including the Alabama 
National Guard, naval reserves, 
air force reserves, U.S. mili- 
tary reserves, on active duty 
for training, whose regular duty 
requires him to be absent on 
election day, and the wife of 
any such elector who resides 
with him at his duty station 
may vote an absentee ballot. 
Servicemen 

Servicemen, or the wife of 
any member of the armed ser- 
vices if she meets the above 
stated requirements, may not 
more than forty-five nor less 
than five days prior to the el- 
ection, make application for an 
absentee ballot in writing or by 
filling out the federal post card 
application form and mailing 
such application to the City 
Clerk. The affidavit required 
of absentee electors is on the 
ballot and may be @Xecuted be- 
fore the commanding officer 
or authority in charge. Forty- 
five days before election (Au- 
gust 8th) is June 24th and five 
dayse before is August 3rd. 
College Students 

Any qualified elector who is 
absent from the county because 
of his attendance at any uni- 
versity or college. at which he 
is enrolled outside of the county, 
or their spouse; if qualified to 
vote and residing with the el- 
ector, may vote an absentee 
ballot.. Application should be 
made to the city clerk between 
June 24th and August 3rd with 


_ a Statement signed by the regis- 


trar of the school (or his quali- 
fied assistant) that such person 
is enrolled, or is the spouse of 


the person so enrolled at the in- 
Stitution. 
Disabled Veterans 

Disabled voters may vote ab- 
sentee ballots if confined in a 
facility or hospital operated by 
the Veterans Administration. 
The limiting dates are the same 
as set out above and application 
shall containa certificate signed 
by the authority in charge of 
the hospital certifying that the 
applicant is a disabled veteran 
then confined to such hospital. 


Regular Absentee Voter 

Any qualified elector whose 
Name appears on the official 
list of qualified voters, whose 
regular business or occupation 
regularly requires him to be 
absent from the county, may 
vote an absentee ballot. Such 
elector shall present himself 
to the board of registrars at 
any time not less than thirty 
days before the next election 
and have his name placed on 
the list of qualified electors 
eligible to vote an absentee 
ballot. The board ‘determines 
if such person is qualified to 


‘vote an absentee ballot and if 


such determination is made 
places the name on the list. 
Disabled Voters 

Any qualified elector who is 
confined to a hospital (other 
than a hospital for mental pa- 
tients) or is confined to a nurs- 
ing home or the home of another 
person, on account of a physical 
disability, may vote anabsentee 
ballot. Application is made in 
the same manner as a disabled 
veteran and must have an at- 
tached certificate signed by a 


licensed practicing physician. 


certifying where applicant is 
confined and describing his phy- 
sical condition and that he will 
be unable to get to his poling 
place to vote. The certificate 
must be sworn to before a no- 


tary public or some other per- 
son authorized to administer 
oath. 

National Guard 

Any qualified elector of a 
municipality who is a member 
of the national guard or the 
reserve component of the armed 
forces who expects to be away 
from his residence on summer 
encampment or active duty on 
election day, may, observing 
the afore stated limiting dates, 
make application to the Clerk 
for an absentee ballot. The ap- 
plication shall be certified to 
by the commanding officer cert- 
ifying that the applicant is a 
member of the national guard 
or reserve component who will 
be in summer encampment or on 
active duty at the time of the 
election. 

Seaman and Sailors 

Any qualified elector whose 
name at the time of election ap- 
pears on the official list of qual- 
ified voters who by reason or his 
employment as a seaman, sailor 
or mariner, or deep-sea salt- 
water fisherman, who, because 
of his employment, will be ab- 
sent, may vote by absentee 
ballot. Application is made with 
an attached certificate by the 
captain of the chip or vessel, 
or a notary public or some other 
official authorized to administer 
oath, who shall certify to the 
hame, address and reason for 
absence of the applicant and that 
he will be unable to go to this 
polling place. 

Any elector desiring to cast 
an absentee ballot must file for 
application at the City Clerk’s 
office located at City Hall. The 
marked ballots shall be returned 
to the clerk who shall de- 
liver them to the election of- 
ficials of each polling place 
showing the names of all elect- 
ors in that polling place who 
have cast an absentee ballot.
